Members of: both political 
parties in Franklin County are 
bending all efforts to register an 
early vote throughout all the 
towns of the County with the 
view of establishing two records, 
that of having the highest per- 
centage of votes cast of any 
county in the Commonwealth, 
and also through the cooperation 
of the polling officers of all 
towns, in being the first sizeable 
county to complete its returns 
at the election next Tuesday. 

Owing to the fact that Franklin 
‘ounty has no cities, and count- 
ing of ballots may commence be- 
fore the closing of the polls, 
whereas in the case of -cities, the 
counting cannot be started untit 
the polls are closed, it is possible 
that-the county can be the first 
to report its full vote. In order 
to do this; however, the voters 
must give hearty cooperation in 
casting their ballots early in the 
day and make a special effort 
to have all votes in well before 


_the polls close. 


This is more necessary this 
year than ever before on account 
of the record breaking registra- 
tion which has brought the total 
number of voters up to 26,587 
this year, an increase of 21561, 
over the 1934 total. 

Republican town committees 
are making special efforts to 
have every availabel member of 
the patry visit the polls on Tues- 
day in order to register a mons- 
ter vote for John W. Haigis, who 
secured 14,489 votes in 1934 
when he was the party candidate 
for lieutenant governor. It is ex- 
pected that this year his vote 
will be substantially increased. 
His vote in Northfleld was 604 
out of a registration of less than 
the present registration which is 
1015. In Tuesday’s election the 
polls in Northfield will be open 
from 10 a. m. to 8 p. m. 

During the | primaries last 
month, many of the county towns 
cast a vote in excess of 50 per 
cent of the registered voters, 
which is a very high percentage. 
With the intense interest being 
shown in the election now it is 
evident that a new record will 
be attained. 

Since 1780 Franklin County 
has had but one chance to cast 
its vote for a resident of the 
County as a candidate of one of 
the major parties for the highest 
office in the Commonwealth. Next
